In addition, a 
patent condenser or distil-aerator by Messrs 
‘Obaplin & Oo., of Glasgow, is fitted up on 
tbe main deck, This apparatus has been 
tested to condense 450 gallons of water per 
day, 80 that there will be no stint so-far as 
tho water a concerned. On tho lower deck, 
forward of the fore hatch, there is a dis- 
peneary, Bick bay, and a cabin for a Chinese 
doctor. Other special arrangements have 
been made to prevent, as far as possible, 
sickness, The bunkers and part of the 
hold contain six hundred tons of coals, as 
itis cheaper to get them at Shanghai than 
down south. Tho ‘tween decks are being 
painted. This operation will be finished 
after the bunka ae been pt up. The 
trip from Whampoa to Honolulu, it is

dioular, Ww. Professor Douglas has indi- 
cated in a letter to 7's Times that the fifth 
character wants a stroke at the bottom and 
that the last has a sunerfluous struke.

“mille. pieces d’étoffes,—but there is no 
authority for such’a peouliar concatenation. 
At the time that M. Buraouf started the 
Chinese theory it was hardly taken ‘as meant 
seriously, and oaly cited as interesting as 
one exaniple of the téutative process of tho 
new inquiry, It has now bvarik been 
revived by no less an authority than Li 
Fang-pao, the Chinese Envoy at Berlin, who 
is said in a recent number of the Nord~ 
deutsche Zeitung to have confirmed the 
identification. made six years ago by the - 
eminent orientaliat Emile Burnouf, which 


‘was greatly ridiculed at the time, and to ba 


quite confident that the unknown characters 
which recur again and again on the. Trojan 
antiquities, especially on the terra-cutta 
whorls, are those of his native tongues. He 
gives as the: purport of the insoription that 
about B.C. 1,200 three pieces of linen’ gauze 
were packed in the vase for inspection. 
“This vase,” adda the German paper, 
“seems consequently to furnish a fresh 
pruof of tho ‘hetive commercial intercourse 
which the peuple of the ‘ Hyperboreana,’ the 
Chinese, carried on with Greece and Asia_ 
Minor, a commercial intercourse as to whose 


route the Geographical Society here-has just =~ 


listened to a most interesting lecture.” 
This is a large conclusion from a small 
uncertain premiss, as far at least as the vase 
is concerned. I have tried in vain to torture 
a date out of the inscription, and shall await 
with interest 9 more detailed account of Li 


Fang-pao’s new version. Till that arrives . 


it certuinly cannot be accepted as. Chineso. 
There is nothing like it, aa far as my 
aesearch goes, in any of the insoriptions on 
ancient bells, tripods, sacrificial vases and 
other bronze antiquities, among the many 
hundreds figured und described in Chinese 
archsoological books, from the Po-ku-tiou 
compiled in the beginning of the twelfth 
century to. the numerous works by authors 
of the present dynusty, . 
Professor Sayve says in a letter to The 
Times vt 11th June, 1879, *' The authority of 
the Uhinese Ambassadur, high ag it is, will 
never persuade any.oue ucquainted with the _ 
characters of the Cypriute syllubary that the 
characters found ou sume of the vbjeots from 
Hissarlik are Chinese.
